Burton graduates from Kentucky State Police academy with distinction

The Kentucky State 
Police Academy pre¬ 
sented diplomas to 60 
new troopers at cere¬ 
monies held Sunday in 
Frankfort. Their addi¬ 
tion to the force brings 
the agency’s strength to 
a total of 914 troopers 
serving the citizens of the 
Commonwealth. 

“Kentuckians can go 
to bed at night feeling 
safe and secure because 
of our KSP, so it’s critical 
that we maintain staffing 
levels,” said Gov. Steven 
Beshear. “This is the 
fourth year in a row we’ve 
been able to put a new 
class of cadets out on our 
roads. I’m proud of that. 
Despite a horrible rev¬ 
enue situation, I’ve made 
it clear we must protect 
and preserve our highest 
priorities, and this is one 
of the highest.” 


“It’s always an excit¬ 
ing day when we gradu¬ 
ate new recruits,” said 
Kentucky State Police 
Commissioner Rodney 
Brewer. “These 60 men 
and women have worked 
hard for 23 weeks to earn 
the rank of trooper. They 
epitomize our agency val¬ 
ues of honor, profession¬ 
alism and service above 
self. I applaud Governor 
Beshear’s support of our 
agency for allowing us to 
continue the training pro¬ 
cess to provide the best 
protection for the citizens 
of rural Kentucky.” 

The new troopers start¬ 
ed a 23-week training 
cycle on May 22, in a 
class that consisted of 81 
cadets. Ten failed initial 
physical testing during 
the first two hours. Eleven 
more resigned during the 
weeks of constant mental 


and physical challenges 
that followed. 

The training included 
more than 1,000 hours of 
classroom and field study 
in subjects such as consti¬ 
tutional law, juvenile and 
traffic law, use of force, 
weapons training, defen¬ 
sive tactics, first aid, high 
speed vehicle pursuit, 
criminal investigation, 
computer literacy, hostage 
negotiations, evidence col¬ 
lection, radio procedures, 
search and seizure, crash 
investigation, drug iden¬ 
tification, traffic control, 
crowd control, armed rob¬ 
bery response, land navi¬ 
gation, electronic crimes, 
sex crimes, hate crimes, 
domestic violence, bomb 
threats and hazardous 
materials. 

“Although our attrition 
rate is high for recruits, 
the end result is a high¬ 


ly skilled trooper that 
joins an elite group of 
professional men and 
women that rivals any 
other agency in America,” 
Brewer noted. 

Several members of 
the class earned special 
recognitions including 
Kenna Burton, of Stanton, 
Ky., Burton received the 
Ernie Bivens Award, an 
honor presented to the 
cadet who, in the opinion 
of the KSP Academy staff 
supported by input from 
the cadets themselves, 
shows distinction as a 
class leader, strives for 
academic excellence and 
has excelled in all phases 
of the academy’s physical 
and vocational training. 

Burton was assigned to 
Post 8 in Morehead.

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Be careful with the deer during their wild season

It is the time of year 
that most of us realize in 
Powell County that the 
deer are going wild. This 
usually happens right 
before deer hunting sea¬ 
son. Mating season for 
our local deer has begun 
and the number of deer- 
related vehicle crashes 
always increases this 
time of year. Last year 
there were 3118 deer 
related automobile crash¬ 
es that were reported in 
Kentucky. From these 
accidents there actually 
were four deaths as a 
result of the crash, along 
with 169 injuries. Across 
the nation each year, over 
150 people are killed as 
a result of a motor vehi¬ 
cle collision with deer. 
Deer cause us far more 
damage to vehicles and 
property than any other 
wildlife in Kentucky, this 
is only one reason that 
a controlled hunting sea¬ 
son is important to our 
area and our state. 

The modern gun sea¬ 
son opens here in Zone 
3 and 4 next weekend, 
Nov. 12-21. Deer hunt¬ 
ing season is important 
to many people in the 
Powell County area. Not 
only is it important to 
those guys and ladies who 
are all dressed up for the 
hunt, it is important for 
all of us who have farms 
and gardens in the area. 
Can you believe how diffi¬ 
cult it would be to raise a 
crop or garden if we DID 
NOT have a hunting sea¬ 
son? Can you remember 


how difficult it is to grow 
sweet corn and sweet 
potatoes in any garden 
spot in Powell County? 

All hunters need to 
remember that there are 
several rules and regula¬ 
tions that need to be fol¬ 
lowed for your safety and 
the safety of others out in 
the woods and fields next 
weekend. Make sure to 
read and follow all guide¬ 
lines set forth in the Fall 
2011 Kentucky Hunting 
and Trapping guide, 
made available from your 
Powell County Clerk's 
Office or any other busi¬ 
ness which sells hunting 
and fishing licenses or 
hunting equipment. One 
of the main rules of hunt¬ 
ing anything is that you 
cannot hunt on someone 
else's land unless they 
say so. Be sure you have 
permission from the land 
owner of the property 
where you hunt. While 
written permission is not 
always necessary, some¬ 
times a written statement 
with signature might be 
a good idea 

All Kentucky hunters 
must obtain and carry 
a hunting license and a 
deer permit. Paper licens¬ 
es and permits must be 
signed and the hunter 
information portion, (sig¬ 
nature, address, eye and 
hair color, sex, height and 
weight), must be filled out 
completely before going 
out into the field. 

All deer hunters, unless 
license exempt, must buy 
and carry proof of pur¬ 
chasing a statewide deer 
permit while deer hunt¬ 
ing. This permit allows a 
hunter to take two deer: 
one antlered and one ant¬ 
lerless, or two antlerless. 
It does not matter if the 
antlered or antlerless 
deer is taken first. 

Powell County is in 
zone 3, which includes 
Estill, Menifee, Clark, 
Madison and Wolfe, as 


well. A hunter is limited 
to one deer with visible 
antlers (excluding but¬ 
ton bucks) per license 
year statewide, except 
additional antlered deer 
may be taken on federal 
areas. 

Kentucky residents 
who are owners of their 
own farm land, their 
spouses or dependent 
children are exempt from 
this regulation and there¬ 
fore do not have to have 
a permit. Also tenants of 
such farms, their spouses 
or dependent children 
may hunt on the farms in 
which they work without 
a permit. The only other 
people who can hunt 
without a license would 
be a Kentucky resident 
on a military furlough for 
more than 3 days, or a 
resident or non-resident 
kid under the age of 12. 

Anyone hunting where 
and when a gun or elk 
season is open MUST 
wear hunter orange 
color on the head, chest 
and back that is visible 
to others at all times. 
Garments can be made 
of mesh type material, 
as long as openings in 
the mesh weave are no 
wider than Va inch by any 
measurement. Garments 
may display a small por¬ 
tion of another color. 

The following are exam¬ 
ples of hunter orange vio¬ 
lations: Wearing hunter 
orange clothing while 
walking to a stand and 
taking it off once you get 
there; Wearing camou¬ 
flage patterned hunter 
orange garments without 
additional SOLID hunter 
orange clothing on the 
head, back and chest; 
Hunting during a muzzle¬ 
loading deer season with¬ 
out hunter orange cloth¬ 
ing. Basically if you are 
hunting ANYTHING in 
a place where and when 
a gun of any kind can be 
used for taking deer, elk,

The holiday season is 
upon us once more. This 
is a time for enjoying the 
company of friends and 
family, a time for fre¬ 
quent parties and social 
gatherings and a time 
when high-fat, high-cal¬ 
orie foods are available. 
As a result, there are 
many opportunities for 
putting on extra pounds. 
Research shows that the 
average American gains 
about 1 to 2 pounds dur¬ 
ing the holidays. This 
may not seem like a lot, 
but the problem is that 
this weight is kept on 
and it can accumulate 
with each passing year. 
Avoiding the family gath¬ 
ering or office party may 
not be an option, but 
some careful thought, 
planning and making 
some small changes can 
go a long way in keeping 
the weight off during the 
holiday season. The fol¬ 
lowing suggestions should 
help you make healthier 
choices: 

Eat Healthy each day 

•Start your day with 
a healthy breakfast that 
includes whole grains, 
fruit, dairy foods and 
protein like eggs, ham or 
peanut butter. Eating 
a healthy breakfast is a 
good way to avoid weight 
gain. 

•Increase fruit and 
vegetable intake. Include 
a variety of vegetables, 
especially dark-green and 
red and orange vegeta¬ 
bles and beans and peas. 

•Consume at least half 
of all grains as whole 
grains. Increase whole- 
grain intake by replacing 
refined grains with whole 
grains. 

•Choose a variety of

•Try not to arrive at a 
social function hungry as 
this can lead to overeat¬ 
ing. If you are hungry 
before a party or gather¬ 
ing, have a small snack. 
This could be as simple as 
while grain crackers and 
cheese, raw vegetables, 
fruit or low-fat yogurt. 

•Do not rush to eat. 
Spend some time socializ¬ 
ing and try not to social¬ 
ize near the food table. 
In this way you will avoid 
unconscious nibbling. 

•Decide which food 
item you will eat, what 
you will sample, and what 
you would avoid. 

•Practice portion con¬ 
trol. Eat slower and use 
small plates. Place some 
fruit, vegetables and 
other healthy foods on 
your plate. 

•Eat slowly and savor 
each bite. 

•Drink water instead 
of sugar-sweetened bev¬ 
erages. 

•Before you go back for 
seconds wait 10 minutes 
to see if you really are 
still hungry.

You can 
also share a dessert with 
a friend. You can still 
enjoy your dessert but 
have less of it. 

•Prepare and bring a 
healthy dish to the party 
or social gathering. 

Alcohol contains calo¬ 
ries so use in modera¬ 
tion-up to one drink per 
day for women and two 
drinks per day for men- 
and only adults of legal 
drinking age. It is wise to 
begin wtiha calorie-free, 
nonalcoholic beverage to 
satisfy your thirst before 
having an alcoholic drink. 


Eat healthy and be 
realistic

beverages. The American 
Dietetic Association sug¬ 
gests that we should be 
realistic around theis hol¬ 
iday season. 

•Don’t try to lose 
weight during the holi- 
days-this may be a self- 
defeating goal. 

•Strive to maintain 
your weight by balancing 
party eating with other 
meals. 

•East small, lower-calo¬ 
rie meals during the day 
so you can enjoy celebrat¬ 
ing foods later without 
overdoing your total calo¬ 
rie intake.

Cover and simmer for 
2 hours. Stir in bouil¬ 
lon and tomatoes. Wash 
pumpkin; cut a 6 to 8 
inch circle around top 
stem. Remove top and 
set aside; discard seeds 
and loose fibers from 
inside. Place pumpkin 
in a shallow sturdy bak¬ 
ing pan. Spoon stew into 
pumpkin and replace the 
top. Brush outside of 
pumpkin with remaining 
oil. Bake at 325 degrees 
for 2 hours or just until 
the pumpkin is ten¬ 
der (do not over bake). 
Serve stew from pump¬ 
kin, scooping out a little 
pumpkin with each serv¬ 
ing.

AN ORDINANCE PROVIDING FOR THE CONTROL OF ANIMALS WITHIN 
POWELL COUNTY, KENTUCKY, FOR THE PROTECTION OF THE PUBLIC, 
AND PROVIDING PENALTIES FOR THE VIOLATION OF THE PROVISIONS 
SET FORTH. 

BE IT ORDAINED BY THE FISCAL COURT OF POWELL COUNTY, 
KENTUCKY 

SECTION ONE 
ANIMALS-RESTRAINT 


All animals (except cats) shall be kept within the boundaries of the owner’s property, 
or under restraint, at ALL times, provided however, that a hound or other hunting dog 
which has been released from confinement or restraint for lawful hunting purposes 
shall be exempt if said dog is wearing a collar providing proof of license and current 
rabies vaccination. If such a hunting dog becomes temporarily lost from a pack or 
wanders from actual control or sight of its owner or handler, such owner or handler 
shall not be deemed in violation of the provisions herein. At all other times, such 
hound or hunting dog shall be kept within the boundaries of the owner’s property 
or under restraint.

Dog and Live Stock Protection 

30935 KRS 258.235 Authority to kill or seize dog; proceeding by person attacked 
by dog; disposition of dog after seizure; powers of Dog Warden or animal control 
officer; vicious dog not to run at large. 

READS IN PART... 

(1) Any person may kill or seize any dog which he sees in the act of pursuing or 
wounding any livestock, or wounding or killing poultry, or attacking human beings, 
whether or not such dog bears the license tag required by the provisions of this 
chapter. There shall be no liability on such person in damages or otherwise for 
killing, injuring from an attempt to kill, or for seizing the dog.
